Words and figures enclosed in brackets [ ] are given for information, but do 
not appear on the title pages of the publications cataloged. When place and 
printer are not given, it is to be understood that the publication is printed at 
the United States Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C.; if processed, 
publisher is issuing office. When size is not given octavo is to be understood. 
Size of maps is approximate, measurement being made from outer edge of border, 
excluding margin. The dates, including day, month, and year, given with Senate 
and House documents and reports are the dates on which they were ordered to be 
printed. Usually the printing promptly follows the ordering, but various causes 
sometimes make delays. 

The word “processed” as used in this catalog indicates publications which are 
reproduced by duplicating processes other than ordinary printing, e. g., mimeo- 
graph, multigraph, planograph, rotaprint, multilith.

TO LIBRARIANS 


The number given at the extreme right of each entry (except for congres- 
sional documents and reports) is the classification number by which the pub- 
lication is arranged in the Library and in the sales stock of the Office of the 
Superintendent of Documents. It can be used as a classification number by 
such libraries as are using, for the departmental publications, the arrange 
ment of public documents advocated in the Check list of United States public 
documents, 1789-1909. In using this number as a classification number in a

Notes of General Interest 


Agricultural Defense Relations Office 


Pursuant to the authority vested in the Secretary of Agriculture by a letter ° 
from the President, dated May 5, 1941, there was created in the Agriculture De- 
partment, the Agricultural Defense Relations Office, by Agriculture Department 
Memorandum 905, dated May 17, 1941, at the head of which is a director appointed 
by the Secretary of Agriculture. The new office took over the functions previously 
assigned to the Division of Agriculture of the National Defense Advisory Com- 
mission, and serves as a clearing house of agricultural needs and problems as they 
relate to the defense program. 


Defense Health and Welfare Services Office 


The Office of Defense Health and Welfare Services was established within the 
Office for Emergency Management by Executive order 8890 of Sept. 3, 1941, with 
the administrator of Federal security as director thereof, under the direction 
and supervision of the President. The new office took over the work of the former 
Office of Coordinator of Health, Welfare, and Related Defense Activities, and 
coordinated all health, medical, welfare, nutrition, recreation, and other related 
fields of activity affecting national defense. 


Economic Defense Board 


Executive order 8839, dated July 30, 1941, established the Economic Defense 
Board, for the purpose of developing policies, plans, and programs designed to 
protect and strengthen international economic relations of the United States in 
the interest of national defense. The Board consists of the Vice President of the 
United States, as Chairman, Secretary of State, Secretary of Treasury, Secretary 
of War, Attorney General, Secretary of Navy, Secretary of Agriculture, and Sec- 
retary of Commerce. On Sept. 15, 1941, under the provisions of Executive order 
8900, duties heretofore performed by‘the Administrator of Export Centrol and the 
related functions of the Division of Controls, State Department, were transferred 
to the Economic Defense Board, thus centralizing the control of exports in the 
interests of national defense. 


Export Control Office 


The Office of Export Control pursuant to Executive order 8900, dated Sept. 15, 
1941, provides a central clearing section, formerly provided by the Administrator 
of Export Control, to which exporters, manufacturers and foreign importers may 
submit proposals for the export of materials and commodities and obtain clear- 
ance for such proposals from the several Federal agencies concerned with the 
control of exports and financial transactions incidental thereto.

‘Smithsonian Institution.’ A discount of 20 percent is allowed to bookdealers. The 
Smithsonian report volumes and the papers reprinted in separate form therefrom are 
distributed gratuitously by the Institution to libraries and individuals throughout the world. 
Very few of the Report volumes are now available at the Institution, but many of those of 
which the Smithsunian edition is exhausted can be purchased from the Superintendent of 
Documents, Government ob opr Office, Washington, D. C. The Institution maintains 
mailing-lists of public libraries and other educational establishments, but no gencral mailing- 
list of individuals.
